The greater number of dollars 
that ‘bought a tire of the early 1900's 
bought something that might deliver 
6,000 miles of service, Today's tires will 
almost certainly deliver 30,000 miles of 
service, Add to this gain the greater 
stability of employment, insurance 
against injury and unemployment and 
‘pensions for aging worker, and it will 
be realized how tangible and extensive 
are the workers’ gains over the past 
half century. 

(Now, how were these achieved? 
Union officials like to take the cred't, 
Unions did benefit the worker in mak- 
ing him more united and more vocal, 
but they do little to increase his pro- 
ductivity. And it was out of a new pro- 
ductivity, and a new quality in pro- 
ductivity that the workers’ gain em- 
erged. It would have been impossible 
for individual workers or unions to 
make progressively fewer work-hours 
more productive. These gains were ach 
feved largely as a result of new tech- 
working conditions and a growing ex- 
pertness in the worker. Quite obvious- 
ly these forces were interrelated. The 
maciines or new techniques could do 
nothing of themselves. The worker 
could gain no new expertness without 
familiarizing himself with the machin- 
es, while fewer work-hours let him 
approach'them with less fatigue, But 
all this depended on machines and new 
techniques being provided/ They were 
provided, not by the worker, nfr by his 
organizations. How they werg provided 
is evident in the production figures. | 
While in that period of fifty years the 
number of industrial plants roughly 
doubled, the capital necessary to oper- 
ate them increaseq more than fifteen 
times.

Alberta Potatoes Go 
‘South For Test 


w. Lobay, Supervisor of Crop Pro- 
tection for the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, advises that 27 samples of 
potatoes from seed growing areas of 
Alberta have now been prepareg and 
shipped to Oceanside, California, wh:re 
they will be grown and tested for free- 
dom from disease, This is the fourth 
successive year in which samples have 
been sent from this province under an 
arrangement between the Departments 
of Agriculture of Alberta and Califor- 
nia, Following arrival at their destina- 
tion these potatoés will be planted 
around the third week in November. 
The results will be available sometime 
in February, ang Alberta growers will 
receive them' well in advance of the 
planting season, 

When the crop is grown the read- 


ings will give us a further check on the 


freedom of our potato stocks from the 
various diseases. This information is 
Valuable both to the grower and to the 
prospective purchaser, As a result of 
our taking part in these tests,’ keen in- 
terest has beqn shown in the quality of 
Alberta stocks and their comparative 
freedom from disease, Already this 
year, two carloads of Alberta seed 
potatoes have been shipped to Califor- 
nia for use of potato growers in that | 
state.

Most of our young pig rations are 
lacking in Vitamin B, says Mr. Char- 
netski, These important vitamins may 
be supplied to growing pigs by adding 
about 2 Ibs, of dried brewer's yeast to 
100 Ibs. of feed. To prevent anemia, 
don’t neglect to treat the little pigs 
when they are 8, 10 ang 18 days old 
with reduced iron and concentrated cod 
liver oll, The dose is one-half the 
amount of reduced iron that will lie 
flat on a dime, plus 4 or 6 drops of cod 
liver oll, The two may be mixed’ to- 
gether ang administered in the form of 
@& paste, but don’t exceed the recom- 
mended dose of reduced iron.

WDENATCHER, Wash: — The mon 
eee have been godfathers to nearly 
"500, 000 salmon in the last decade have 
been busy again tampering with the 
laws of nature. 
| Planting of 1,400,000 blueback (sock- 
eye) salmon. was completed recently 
at Lake Wenatchee, 40 miles northwest 
of here, by U.S. fish and wildlife ser- 
vice specialists, 

The fish are the second generation 
of the first planting, started in 1940 to 
change the spawning habits of salmon 


CHAUVIN in the Columbia River. 
ALBERTA That yéar, Grand Coulee Dam rose as 
|e barrier that threatened to extin- 
guish the salmon run. The massive con 
crete structure blocked the age-old 
route of the fish up the Columbia River 
to ‘distant tributaries, whére they re- 
produced their kind and then died.
